Peking—The Christian charity and 
heroism of the Chinese Catholics in 
the Vicariate Apostolic of Swan Hwa 
Fu, a section of Chili Province entrust- 
ed to -the Chinese Catholic clergy, 
stand out in strong relief against the 
stupid brutality of civil warfare. Ac- 
counts of their heroic conduct in the 
fighting there in October have come 
to hand. 

The soldiers of Chang Tso Lin, who 
had been stationed in Swan Hwa Fu, 
‘withdrew before the oncoming troops 
of Yen Hsi Shan, the “model govern- 
or” of Shansi province. Fighting be- 
‘tween the two armies took place at a 
short distance from the city. Owing 
to the scarcity of stretcher bearers, 
many of the wounded lay for days on 
the battlefield with no one to care for 
them. 

Bishop Philip Chao, of holy mem- 
‘ory, called for volunteer stretcher 
ibearers among the Catholics. The 
'Christians asked whether death under 
isuch circumstances would be meritor- 
lious. Bishop Chao replied that such 
'a death would be that of a martyr of 
‘charity. Fortified with this assurance, 
‘the volunteers went to the battlefield 
‘and rescued the wounded under fire. 
| There is no hospital*at Swan Hwa 
'Fu and the wounded were crowded to- 
'gether in makeshift quarters at the 
station. .The poor creatures were in 
'great want and suffering. The Cath- 
‘olic children of the city went from 
door to door, begging money for the 
‘soldiers. Then they bought food and 
| cigarettes. Accompanied by a Chinese 
priest, they went to the station and 
‘distributed these dainties among the 
'wounded. Officers and soldiers alike 
i'were deeply touched by the charity ‘of 
| these children. 
| Catholic -young men and women of 
ithe city acted as volunteer nurses. All 
ithese labors were not without fruit. 
‘Three dying soldiers were instructed 
‘and baptized. A Catholic soldier was 
‘able to receive the Sacraments. A 
‘number of pagan soldiers and several 
‘officers declared their intention of 
studying the Faith. 

In a few days, the Shansi troops 
withdrew and the soldiers of Chang 
Tso Linreentered the city. Thesetroops 
are thieving and brutal. Bishop Chao 
had transformed his residence and the 
eathedral into places of refuge. They 
'were soon filled to overflowing. The

Father Charrie has under his care 
even neighboring missions—all justas 


poor as, or poorer than, Anton Chico. 


Since 1921 the poverty of his people 


has been such that they have scarcely 


managed to eke out a meager exist- 
ence, to say nothing of contributing 
toward the support of the Church. His 
usual Sunday collection amounts to 
between thirty-two and. thirty-five 
cents. About a month ago, he received 
$1.00, his largest Sunday collection in 
five years. 

Speaking of conditions of his pov- 
erty-stricken missions, Father Charrie 
said: “These people ‘are too poor to 
give. When they have anything, they 
freely give it. For the past six years, 
however, these people have had prac- 
tically no crops. It seems a blight got 
into the pepper crop about six years 
ago, and since that time the people 
have not been able to get even a single 
crop of “chili”. Themselves, and their 
parents before them, always made a 
specialty of raising chili for the 
market. They used to make good 
money. I remember in one small dis- 
trict where the farmers cleared 
'$5000.00 in one year from their chili 
crop. 

At one time the people of Anton 
Chico were among the wealthiest peo- 
ple in New Mexico. Many years ago 
the ancestors of one family here got 
a grant of land from the Spanish 
Crown—the King of Spain—extending 
from Anton Chico to Colonias, a dis- 
tance of thirty-five miles. When this 
country passed under the jurisdiction 
of Old Mexico, the Mexican Govern- 
ment confirmed the grant of this land. 
Then, later on our own Government 
confirmed the grant, but since “the 
seven lean years” of crop failures, the 
people have been unable to pay all the 
taxes. Some three years ago they 
were again unable to pay the taxes, 
and the Government’ sold all the under- 
ground rights of these lands to a big 
oil corporation. Now the people have 
practically nothing left. It is a sad 
story. No doubt this oil company is 


quite certain that there is oil in the} 


ground around here and perhaps in a 
few years they will begin to get oil 
from the land which they bought so 
cheaply from a people whose ancestors 
held the land under more favorable 
conditions.
